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REMARKS 



As explained in the specification, Figures 13c and 13d are important to 
understanding one embodiment of the applicants' microscope invention which for example 
can show different dyes present in living tissue on a color display. 

In Figures 13c and 13d, three separate dyes are shown by three different colors. This is 
how the colors appear on a display to a microscope user. Therefore, color is an important and 
necessary aspect of these figures which is not seen as well in black and white. 

The specification has been amended to incorporate the required language regarding 
color figures in the description of the drawings section. 

Therefore, it is respectfully requested that figures 13c and 13d be entered.
